Upland and Ontario republican 
and democratic party leaders are 
battling today to persuade inde- 
pendent voters of the West End

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Shock of Parachute Opening Like Car|(ITY COUNGIL IN 


Hitting Wall at 35 mph., Rotary Told! SUPPORT OF HOUSING 


When a parachute opens in 
mid-air, the shock a paratrooper 
gets is equivalent to driving an 
automobile 85 miles an hour in- 
to a solid concrete wall, 'Pvt. 
Richard Eichorn of Ontario, told 
members of the Upland Rotary 
club at their luncheon meeting 
Wednesday in the Upland Wo- 
man's club house. 

Pvt. Eichorn and Pvt. Jimmy 
Vojkufka, gradyates of Chaffey 
high school, who entered the army 
together two years ago and re- 
cently completed their paratroop 
training at Camp Mackall, N. C., 
are home in Ontario on 10-day 
furloughs before reporting to the 
Ney York port of embarkation 
for overseas service in the air- 
borne army. 

Each paratrooper carries two 
parachutes, Pvt. Bichorn explain- 
ed. The main one is 28 feet in 
diameter, made of silk, and costs 
$1,000. A 15-foot cord locked to 
the plane causes it to open auto- 
matically. The reserve or emer- 
gency parachute is made of ny- 
lon, costs between $850 and $900, 
and is 24 feet in diameter. The 
paratrooper opens it by pulling 
the rip cord. 

Before a paratrooper makes his 
first jump, he is taken to a “sweat 
house” where he is entertained 





with such music as “I'll Be See- 
ing You” and “I’ll Be Here When 
You're Gone”. 

Pvt. Eichorn said the first 
jumps are made in a half-daze 
and that it takes four leaps be- 
fore the trooper awakes. to the

SCHOOL PROBLEM CITED 

A letter was read at the meet- 
ing signed by Harold W. Cook,

NEED IS CITED 

Mr. Roen said the Kaiser com- 
pany has been asked to produce 
shells quickly and that 400 units 
will be necessary to house work- 
ers. He said a survey developed 
Upland was better able to cope 
with housing problems than San 
Bernardino or Fontana, which are 
already overcrowded with war 
workers. 

Each councilman expressed per- 
sonal approval of the’ project, re- 
cognizing problems will have to 
be solved as they arise, and Mayor 
Eugene Nisbet expressed their 
sentiments when he said: “Our 
guests are coming and we shall 
just have to put a little more water 
in the soup.”
